Stan and gang, 


I'd like to address Stan's questions/statements. 


First, I'd like to report on the first Rock-Mite RTTY 'QSO’'. 

Ok, it was only between my RM-20 and my TS-440S both running QRPp levels 
into dummy loads and separated by a dx of only a few feet. 

Each xcvr is appropriately connected to separate PCs running 'MMTTY' from 
JE3HHT. Long story short, both the Rock-Mite-20 and the '440 successfully 
transmitted and received perfect RTTY copy. Today, the bar in the 
den...tomorrow(?) the ether...:) 

BTW, I've also received a couple of inquiries as to my hours of Rocky-RTTY 
operation...I'm generally a little below 14060 KHz from 2200Z-0300Z 
daily...though receiving much of that time... 


Ok, on the matter of shift...I explained early on that, in order to minimize 
rig mods, I'd stick to 'stock-rock' shift of ~700 Hz. 

I realize that using standard shift is more palatable, for a variety of 
reasons, and that narrow(170 Hz) shift results in better s/n... 


I do not lock down the key during transmit... 

As my interface schematic shows, 'MMTTY' keys the Rock-Mite via RS-232C 
'RTS' with 'TXD' controlling shift. And, incidentally, 'normal' CW operation 
of the Rock-Mites is totally unaffected by my mods. 


Neither do I use a separate receiver...this is also evidenced in the 
interface schematic. 


As far as the operating freq is concerned, an extra set of xtals might 
obviate any freq turf problems which might be encountered. 


Finally, is a Rock-Mite an ideal RTTY rig? Of course not. 
But, does the addition of a mode to the rig's capability constitute poor 
usage of that rig...I don't think so... :)

This is something I hadn't thought about, but it seems to be a subject worth 
investigating as far as "tuning " is concerned.!!! 

Many years ago( more than I want to admit to) we had coils on ceramic 
forms, many of which had a slug inside, and that slug was half iron and half 
brass. !! The idea was that the iron part increased the inductance, while 
the brass part would decrease the inductance.; !! It would seem that this 
would increase the total tuning range of the slug.!!!

Hi Ed, 

Yes, inductors with magnetic material as cores change inductance from a 
maximum with no biasing magnetic field to a lower value as a bias field is 
applied. A coil with an high permeability iron core may have a high 
inductance with no external field applied but, If enough field is applied, 
the core can be saturated with magnetic flux so that the core then has a 
permeability close to that of air. That makes the coil inductance near 


that 


of an air wound coil. The bias field can be applied to a core with a 
separate winding carrying d.c. rather than with a permanent magnet. 

This principle is used to make saturable reactor controls and magnetic 
amplifiers. It is about like inserting and removing an iron core from a 
coil. You can imagine how that would work. 

Learning by experimentation is fun and impressive.

>I have been sorting my SMT parts (continually for what seems like AGES) 
>remember the small aluminum cases I mentioned-coming from MicroMark, and 
>have lately been finishing things off with the coils I have in several 
>places. The range for SMT seems to be from 4.7nH (0.0047uH) through 1mH. 


>month or 2 ago I bought one of Brad Thompson's (AA1IP 
><brad.thompson@valley.net>) SMT coil assortments, and wanted to integrate 
>them into my coils.

>One of these was a TDK Ferrite Choke (120 ohms at 100Mhz) and it looked 
>VERY similar to some I had already measured and sorted. Measuring this 


one 

> >with the AADE II (with is ESSENTIAL below 1uH since my Peak Atlas LCR 
stops 

> >there) it was ~ 3.8uH (or 3827 nH.) Looking in the small container from 
the 

>appropriate case, no joy. The similarity is that both the 'new' TDKs and 
>the older, sorted pieces have a virtually identical body with a pair of 
>red-painted sides. I figured that maybe I'd better check these others.

>They turned up in the 0.5-0.59uH (500-599nH) container. Measuring them 
>again, it turns out they were lumped into that container a bit 
>precipitously... the SMT 'coils' ranged from 418nH to almost 600nH. 
So... 

> >I set up the AADE II, dumped them on the clipboard with graph paper I use 
> >while sorting such things, and began sorting. There were about 20 or 30 
> >total (these came from that shoebox-1/2-full [literally] of SMT 

> >'floor-sweepings' I bought surplus a couple of years ago) and the

40m seemed good w/low-moderate activity, some 
QRN. Best DX: CA, WA, AK; lowest pwr: W3DP @500mW from Pa; all w/good sigs. 
Great to do an SP Sprint afer long lapse. Thanks again, ARS!" 


K7TQ 39 points, all 20 meters 


"IT went into the forest near Moscow, ID for this one. Put up a 20 m dipole 
45 feet between two trees and operated the entire time on 20 m. I used a 
Sierra, small 1.2 AHr gel cell, G4ZPY paddles, and stereo earbud phones.

Bill, 

The variation is probably normal. The panel my friend has here when held 
sideways to light shows random crystal patterns in the cells. I think this 
is an example of amorphous semiconductor solar cell material, and its 
efficiency can vary from cell to cell and array to array. Also, it 
probably has issues of what angle the photons come in to it. 

If you could find a larger flood light with diffuser lens such that the 
light source was more planar, you might get a better idea of what is going 
on. The light frequency content of the sun is probably a lot more diverse 
than that of a typical tungsten bulb, and so testing it in sunlight is 
probably the better test.

My experiences have been: 


CT was the first contest program which I used. When I 
started participating in CW contests, I tried TRLog and 
subsequently stayed with that. 


IMHO, TRLog is the better program for CW contests of the two. 
It is just easier for me to use. Personal preference :) 


Along the way, I downloaded WriteLog way back when it was 
free and thought the trend would be toward Windows type 
programs for contests like everything else. 


I started participating in contests out in the desert using older 
laptop computers which do not run Windows very well, so I 
stuck with using TRLog in DOS to this day. 


I think CT becoming free is in some way related to the general 
trend toward using Windows programs. Recently, I have started 
playing with a current release of WriteLog, but it does have a 
licensing fee. 


I came across N1iMM Logger which is a freeware contest program 

for Windows and was impressed with what I read, but have not 

played with it. http: //pages.cthome.net/nimm/ 

Unfortunately, it is looking like eventually I will have to get a more 
modern laptop for desert contesting. The good news is that until 

I do the cost of software for the old DOS machines is getting VERY 
affordable.

Like Brian, I started with CT (not counting a Very crude dupe checker 

I wrote in BASIC and used for a year or two). When NA came on the market 
to support the domestic contests that CT did not, I migrated to it. 

Both CT and NA developed to include both domestic and DX contests. I 
found NA much more "user friendly" so stuck with it for all contesting - 
except the WAE (CT supports sending of QTC's while NA still does not). 
NA has also gotten more author support than CT (my personal 
observation). I've had very brief experience with TR and found it 
difficult to learn and set up. 


Then I tried N1iMM. I began using it for any SSB contest efforts because 
of its really slick DVK. I use Cool Edit to create Windows .WAV files 


of my contest exchanges, and created individual .WAV's for each 
alpha-numeric. Now, with a push of a function key, I can send all of 
the exchanges - and even the call that I type in the call field! 

More recently, I tried N1MM for CW contesting and also liked it. It has 
a really smart "ESM (Enter Sends Message)" mode, enabling you to use 
just the Enter key to send the exchanges. What it sends depends on 
whether you are running or S&P. I think TR has a similar feature, but 
N1MM also highlights the function keys in blue before you push the enter 
key to send them - hard to make a mistake. 

Although there are updates to N1MM almost every week (great author 
support!), there are still some contests that are not supported. I 
recently contacted the author about adding the QRP ARCI Parties, but he 
declined since it was too close to the deadline. Hopefully it will be 
there for the Fall Party. For that reason alone, I will use good old 
standby NA this weekend...

1. I really only "do" CW contests, other than the occasional VHF 
contest. 

2. So called voice keyers are (most) "useful" for calling CQ over and 
over. 


I once owned the CT DVP board and configured it to send exchanges. 
It was not that great at it, IMHO. More trouble than it was worth. 


I once built a "voice keyer" to send CQs. I used it on 6m to call CQ 
(not 

on the calling freq) over and over. As the band would open, I would 
make 

the Es QSOs. If it was no longer open, I'd use the voice keyer to call

in anticipation. I managed to place in the Top Ten in the US with a

1) Higher SWR might cause increased current-but the opposite can also 
occur... so it's just not that good a yardstick for antenna performance. 


2) The tuner goes on the rig side-how else could you tell when the tuner 
was tuned. 


3)Typical SWR bridge losses are not that big a deal. As long as you're 
making an antenna, get it at-or below-1.5:1 and quit worrying about it. If 
you're not planning on operating multi-band, you don't need the tuner with 
a 'regular' coax-fed, full-sized antenna. If you plan to use the 
twin-lead/etc. feedline, or operate on more than one band, use the tuner.

I've found inexpensive "CB-style" SWR meters to be difficult to use with 
QRP rigs at lower frequencies. I have one that's really good for up to 2M, 
but at 80M and 40M a low-power transmitter like a Heath HW-8 wouldn't give 
full meter deflection in the FWD direction. Also, these types of meters 
(similar to the "Monimatch" published by the ARRL years ago) present the 
full mismatch SWR to the transmitter if the antenna system isn't tuned. 
Best case this will cause false readings because transmitter output power 
is reduced under high SWR situations, causing your FWD calibration 
adjustment to be incorrect. Worst case, a severe mismatch will damage your 
transmitter final stage. 


Take a look at the Norcal Balanced Line Tuner (BLT) kit: 
<http://www.norcalqrp.com/blt/blt.htm> 


It includes components for a visual SWR indicator using an LED. This SWR 
indicator causes significant loss since it's using transmitter power to 
light the LED, but the kit includes a switch to bypass it once the system 
is tuned up. Since it uses a resistive divider, your transmitter sees no 
more than a 3:1 SWR (I think - is that right guys?) which is tolerable to 
most radios. And it saves carrying a second box in your pack. 


As for positioning the SWR meter, it goes between the transmitter and the 
tuner.

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(1) Does current drawn from the power supply decrease with decreasing 

SWR? In other words, does lower current drawn by the rig indicate that the 
antenna is more efficient? Or is it the other way around, that higher 
current from the power supply means that the antenna is radiating more 
power? 


More current drawn from power supply does NOT mean more power into the 
antenna. Some rigs have a circuit that cuts back transmitter power with high 
swr, so the rig will draw less, but other rigs may draw more current 
off-resonance." (until the final transistor gives up its smoke)

SWR bridge goes on rig side of tuner...with the BLT tuner, it has an LED SWR 
indicator, so you can save the extra weight and skip the SWR bridge. 


(3) What's the insertion loss for a typical SWR meter? For QRP purposes, 
should I focus on getting the antenna perfect, or is it OK to use a 
reasonably decent antenna with a tuner and meter? 


You indicated balanced line tuner, so a flattop of 44' or more is fine. To 
make tuning easier, AVOID a resonant antenna. Then the antenna will work on 
harmonically related bands. Look at the NORCAL DOUBLET for a supremely 
simple antenna to use with the BLT. A typical reflectometer type SWR 
indicator has little loss. A resistive bridge type must be switched out 
after tuning. You didn't indicate which you had.
